HEAT is at the record low price of under 50 gold cents 

a bushel compared with $1.70 in 1929 and 90 cents in 
1913.

These are cheap 
money and abundant credit, which could materially aid the 
upward price movement once it had been properly started, 
but seem powerless as a starter because, so deep is the 
depression, there is little incentive to employ money profit- 
ably. The problem calls for direct intervention by powerful 
governments in raising the prices of one or two key com- 
modities in which the mass of the people of the globe are 
interested, and whose purchasing power would thereby be

Let us take wheat first. 

Out of a world population of 2,000 millions it is esti- 
mated that 1,300 millions are dependent on agriculture. 
“Wheat prices,” says “World Agriculture’’—published by 
the Royal Institute of International Affairs—“are signifi- 
cant not only because of the great volume of production, 
but because other cereal prices tend to follow their course.” 
From the same authority: “The agricultural classes, as 
they are the most numerous producers, are also the largest 
body of consumers in the world.” The most effective way 


to raise world prices is to raise the purchasing power of 
the great mass of the world’s population, and one of the 
means of doing this would appear to be first to raise the 
price of wheat. 


RITAIN, which is the world’s largest importer of wheat, 

is mainly dependent on other countries for her daily 
bread. Our annual consumption of wheat is approximately 
140,000,000 bushels, of which we ourselves produce less 
than the odd 40,000,000 bushels. Our average stock, how- 
ever, is probably under 10,000,000 bushels. This is not the 
first time the question has been raised as to the risks we 
run by remaining in such a dependent position on so vital 
an issue. Suggestions have been made from time to time 
that we should keep a store of wheat equal to one year’s 
consumption. But the proposal I now venture to put for- 
ward is that, in addition to the above good reason, we 
should take advantage of the present abnormally low price 
to lay in a store of hard durable wheat with the deliberate 
object of raising the price of wheat, and through wheat the

NATURE PROVIDES THE BEST SPRING TONICS 

With the Spring season come the flowers that 
will cover the earth with a a royal mantic, and 
trees will burst forth their buds that will bear de- 
licious and nourishing fruits, and tender greens 
will grow out of the seeds that have lain dormant 
in the earth through the winter, With the Spring 
here also will arrive a flock of letters at my office 
from men and women all over this land, and many 
of them will ask, “Will you please give me a 
recipe for a good spring tonic?” 

In Grandmother's day Spring was the time to 
send the children out over the hillsides looking for 
dandelion greens, mustard greens and others which 
were cooked up into a ‘mess of greens.” Grand- 
mother here showed her wisdom, for these green 
leafy vegetables make the finest of natural spring 
tonics. To those readers who arrive at the end of 
winter feeling run-down and in need of a good 
tonic to cure their “spring fever” I would sugges 
that they follow the old remedy of eating lots of 
the green leafy foods which the body craves. 

They may secure them from hillsides, markets, 
or tin cans, but the important thing is to eat plenty 
of them. For those looking for “blood-builders” 
and “blood-purifiers” I recommend the green leafy 
vegetables 


The main reason most people feel tired out in 
spring is that through the winter they have used 
too much heavy food, They have eaten heartily of
